SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Newquay  is  situated  on  the  North  West  Coast  of 
Cornwall,  nearly  midway  between  Bude  and  Strives,  in  Lat.  50.25  N,  and 
Long.  5*5  W.  The  Urban  District  includes  the  outlying  villages  of 
Crantock,  St.  Columb  Minor,  Trencreek,  Tregurrian  and  Watergate  and . 
Treninnick.  These  villages  were  under  the  Rural  District  Supervision 
prior  to  1934.  The  '"’added'’11  area  is  largely  rural  in  character,  and 
occupation;  but,  with  the  progress  of  Newquay  as  a  Health  Resort,  the 
villages  taken  in  have  also  developed;  and  every  year  sees  a  greater 
increase  in  the  number  of  visitors,  who  prefer  to  spend  their  holidays 
in  these  outlying  areas, rather  than  in  the  more  crowded  town  of  Newquay. 
Newquay  is  essentially  a  maritime  Health  Resort,  providing  accommodation 
for  over  twenty  thousand  visitors  during  the  short season,  which  lasts 
from  Whitsuntide  to  the  latter  half  of  September;  and  also  for  the  short 

holiday  at  Easter.  . 

The  knitting  Industries,  and  Fishing  -  to  an  extent  which  appears  t 
become  less  every  year  -  give  employment  to  a  number  of  the  inhabitants. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  193^,  I  commented  upon  the  future  of  Newquay  as 
a  Seaside  Resort  -  wherein  I  felt  that  we  might  be  left  behind  in  the 
Competitive  race  in  attracting  visitors.  Possibly  what  I  sai  93 

was  not  taken  seriously.  I  referred  in  my  193&  Report  to  the  several 
millions  of  wage-earners  who  will,  at  any  rate  by  1940,  be  enjoying  a 
paid  holiday,  a  holiday  which  is  bound  to  be  taken  m  months  other  than 

What  I  should  like  to  suggest  is  -we  could  very  well  begin  our  visitor 
season  at  Easter,  and  continue  until  the  end  of  September  or  early 
October  -  but  is  there  any  incentive  to  start  that  season  at  East 
What  I  am  trying  to  say  is  -  the  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  are  ready 
or  could  be  ready  at  that  date,  but  without  help  from  the  Local 
Authorities  they  really  cannot  advertise  that  they  are  ready. 

Could  not  this  Council  during  the  next  two  years  speed  up  the  Entertain¬ 
ment  Programmes,  and  endeavour  to  open  all  Pleasure  Grounds  etc.  at 
Easter;  start  their  Concert  Parties  at  Easter,  etc.  etc.:  and  even  if  -.11 
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, 
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these  attractions  care  run  at  a  loss  for  a  season  or  two  ?  it  would  give 
the  Catering  and  holiday  people  the  information  that  this  Seaside  Resort 
is  ready  to  accept  the  early  people,  and  give  them  what  is  required.  I 

do  think  then,  that  in  the  years  to  come  we  should  reap  the  benefit. 

Someone  has  to  make  the  First  Step  -  and  in  this  deadlock,  it  must  surely 
be  the  Local  Authority. 

In  my  I93S  Report,  I  also  referred  to  the  development  of  the  Air  Services, 
and  their  relation  to  the  Holiday  Resorts  -  every  year  the  necessity  of 
an  Air  Port  in  Newquay  becomes  more  obvious,  and  I  would  again  suggest 
that  this  important  development  be  seriously  considered  as  soon  as  possible.

1937  # was  not  a  drought  year,  and  a  satisfactory  supply  of 
water  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  J  y 

Whether  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  can  be  maintained  in  future  years 
without  tapping  other  and  new  sources  of  supply,  is  a  question  that  is 
now  being  seriously  considered;  and  powers  are  being  sought  to  increase 
the  sources  of  supply.  Extensions  and  enlargements  of  Main  pipes  have 
een  made  throughout  the  year;  and  undoubtedly  large  extensions  of 
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supply  are  necessary  to  deal  with  the  "added  area"  in  the  near  future* 
Crantock,  Tregurrian  and  Watergate  still  obtain  their  supply  from  wells. 
Some  of  these  wells  are  not  above  suspicion,  and  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  supply  cf  pure  water  as  scon  as  possible*  The  number  of* 
samples  of  Public  Water  Supply  taken  for  analysis  in  various  parts  of 
the  district  5  * 

In  November,  in  view  of  what  occurred  at  Croydon,  it  was  decided  that  a 
monthly  analysis  of  the  town  water  shall  be  made  for  the  next  12  months. 
These  reports  show  that  the  Public  Water  Supply  to  be  of  excellent 
quality  for  drinking  purposes*  Samples  of  well  water  were  taken  from 
Rosemere,  Watergate;  Langorra,  Kirkley  and  Kesley,  Crantock  and  found 
to  be  contaminated.  These  wells  have  been  investigated.

(11)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Routine  Testing  and  inspections  of  drains,  and  Sewers,  have  been 
carried  out;  and  the  results  are  to  be  found  in  the  Summary  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report. 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  Residents  and  Visitors,  as  in  previous 
yesrs,  about  the  nuisance  caused  by  smell  occurring  at  this  outfall 
during  certain  states  of  tide  and  wind.  Similarly  at  certain  tides,  the 
foreshores  of  the  town  Beaches  were  polluted  by  sewage  affluent  and 
justifiable  complaints  were  received.  During  the  year,  the  necessary 
preliminary  work  on  the  proposed  ma|n  drainage  scheme  has  been  carried 
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out.  As  this  scheme  cannot  possibly 
years,  temporary  expedients  were  carr 
flow  during  the  summer  months.

inspected  the  district  and  it  was  recommended  that  owners  of  the 
properties  indicated  be  served  with  Preliminary  Notices  to  render  their 
cess  pits  fit  and  free  from  nuisance,,  A  Main  Drainage  Scheme  has  been 
suggested  and  discussed* 


Crantocka  The  question  of  a  drainage  scheme  for  Crantock  was  again 

consideredo  This  portion  of  Newquay  is  rapidly  growing,  and  is  a 

centre  of  attention  of  our  visitors  *  Here  also  the  existing  sewer  is 
inadequate,  and  a  number  of  Houses  have  inadequate  cess  pit  accommodation. 
In  April  it  was  recommended  that  a  scheme  of  drainage  for  Crantock  should 
be  proposed. 

During  the  year  the  provision  of  sewers  has  been  extended 
on  the  Forth  Veor  Estate,.  -  dealing  especially  with  those  houses  abutting 
on  the  main  Denver  Hoad,  but  for  those  houses  on  the  coastal  side  Cess 
Pit  drainage  is  universal.  This  area  will  also  have  to  come  into  line, 
with  the  building  of  a  properly  constructed  main  sewer.

3 *  (1)  Closet  Accommodation, 

In  Newquay  Proper,  there  are  no  privies,  and  no  Closets  on  the 
Conservancy  System.  7ater  Carriage  throughout „ 

Trencreek.  A  Main  Sewer  has  been  completed,  and  has  come  into  use  with 
the  erection  of  the  new  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts, 

St .  C dumb  M ino r ,  Generally  connected  with  Sewer,  The  newer  properties 
are  of  the*  water  carriage  system,  and  are  provided  with  flushing  apparatus. 
The  older  houses  are  mostly  on  the  slop  closet  system,  A  few  remaining 
are  Pail  Closets,  and  will  be  automatically  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Acts  Schemes, 

Crantock*  part  7ater  Closets  connected  to  a  Sewer,  or  Cess  Pits.  A 
Scheme  under  consideration  to  enlarge  Sewer  and  its  connections. 

Treninnick,  The  newer  houses  have  water  closets  to  Cess  Pools,  which,  as 
suated  above,  are  not  adequate  or  satisfactory. 

TREGURRIAN,  Pail  Closets  generally,  but  a  few  are  water  closets  to  Cess 
Pools, 


Summer  Camping,  There  are  a  number  of  sites  in  the  District  used  for 
Summer  Camping.,  These  are  provided  with  water  and  sanitary  conveniences, 
viz.  TTater  Closets*  Elsan  Closets  or  Earth  Closets. 

Steps  are  taken  to  enforce  these  necessary  provisions  upon  the  owners 
of  the  land  used  fer  camping.  As  a  result  cf  constant  supervision 
little,  if  any,  default  occurs.  It  does  appear  necessary  that  the  Local 
Authority  should  have  complete  control  in  its  Bye-laws  and  Regulations 

in  order  that  indiscriminate  camping  may  be  prevented. 


3 •  (2)  Public  Cleansing,, 

The  collection  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council 
under  the  administration  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  For  this  purpose 
one  7  cubic  yard  SD  Freighter,  and  one  10  cubic  yard  Eagle  Thornycroft 
are  regularly  employed,  in  addition  one  7  cubic  yard  Eagle  Vulcan 
Vehi.de  is  employed  during  the  summer  months.  The  refuse  is  transported 
to  the  Councils  Tip*  where  the  refuse  is  covered  daily  with  earth  and 
other  proper  covering  material. 

Disposal „  The  quarry  site  at  St,  Columb  Minor  was  filled  during  the 
year  and  new  sites  were  inspected.  A  temporary  site  on  the  Crantock 
Road  is  at  present  in  use  -  until  a  site  nearer  the  centre  of  the  district 
is  available.  It,  is  expected  that  no  nuisance  should  arise  from  disposal 
at  this  site,  provided  sufficient  covering  material  is  available.

The  provision  by  the  Local  Authority  of  emptying  apparatus  for  Cess 
Peels  has  done  something  to  lessen  the  dangers  cf  nuisance  arising  from 
overflowing  cesspools  in  the  added  area  -  but  on  the  ether  hand,  we 
should  not  be  in  the  position  of  having  overflowing  Cess  Pits  in  the 
area  to  empty.  Many  Cess  pits  have  been  found  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition  partly  due  to  the  Clay  subsoil >  and  partly  due  to  the  Cess 
Pits  not  being  cf  the  required  size  and  standard. 

Recommendations  have  now  been  laid  down >  stating  the  minimum  size  of 
Cess  Pits  in  the  area’  and  also  the  instructions  that  all  roof  water 
should  be  discharged  into  properly  constructed  soakaways.

The  Sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
have  been  satisfactory,  Faxrpark,  St,  Columb  Minor  Schools  have  a 
satisfactory  Main  V/ater  Supply,  and  Main  Sewerage.  For  the  fourth  year, 

I  have  to  report  adversely  on  the  Crantock  Elementary  Schools.  There  is 
no  water  supply,  other  than  rain  water  collected  from  the  roofs  in 
large  cisterns,  which  are  generally  dry  in  the  summer.  No  satisfactory 
drinking  water  is  available  although  it  probably  could  be  found  if  wells 
were  sunk*  Closet  accommodation  is  on  the  Pail  System.  I  understand, 
however,  that  this  school  is  definitely  to  be  closed  in  July,  1937*

The  case  of  Measles  occurred  almost  entirely  in  St.  Columb  Minor  and 
other  outlying  areas. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a  child  visitor,  who  required 
Tracheotomy  and  was  isolated  successfully  in  the  Boarding  House  where 
he  was  staying.  Prophylactic  immunisation  was  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  on  all  possible  contacts,  and  no  further  case  arose. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  a 
trained  nurse  employed. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  mild  and  were  isolated  at  patients’  homes. 
Except  for  the  prophylactic  immunisation  carried  out  as  stated  above, 
no  use  has  yet  been  made  universally  of  Immunisation  against  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Arrangements  are  made  that  Antitoxins  against  Diphtheria,  Scarlet 
Fever  and  puerperal  Fever;  also  the  Prontosil  group  of  drugs  are 
available  for  Practitioners  in  cases  of  urgency.
